@iicadmaster’s Message 


(The following are excerpted from the 
Headmaster’s remarks at Prize 
Day, June 9, 1984.) 


The minds of the graduates are, 
right this minute, almost incapable 
of absorbing any thoughts or feelings 
of lasting import. Yet, inevitably we 
have to speak to you — it is the last 
chance! What is there to say that 
could be new, that hasn’t been said or 
implied in Monday morning talks for 
the past three years? That hasn’t 
been conveyed in both formal and 
informal conversations and 
greetings? 

You know that I think that all of you 
are inclined to self-indulgence, to 
self-pity, and to selfishness — and 
that one of the major roles of Ridley 
has been to tamp down, to channel, or 
at best to harass you in your attempt 
to wallow in these common human 
attributes. You know that I think it is 
important to work hard and to use 
your mind — but, also to keep a bal- 

ance and a sense of humour. You 
Ow that all the faculty here want 

excellence, but they also want 
sanity. And, you know that you have 
been expected to be involved, to 
interact with others, to engage in 
extracurricular activities — because 
the social experience that you gain 
from such interaction will stand you 
in better stead in any activity you 
pursue in life, than any fact or even 
concept that you have learned in a 
classroom here by the banks of 
Twelve Mile Creek. 

What we have attempted to give 
you is a broad education, what is 
often referred to in the English- 
speaking world as a liberal edu- 
cation. Dr. Strangway, President of 
the University of Toronto, in his ad- 
dress to the Headmaster’s Con- 
ference which we had here at Ridley 
at the end of April, spoke against the 
fixation on specific, specialized, nar- 
row routes in education. This is in 
part because people’s vocations in- 
creasingly change in this world; but 
more because many different kinds 
of education can fit one for lead- 

rship, especially in a field like busi- 
ess. He pointed out that business 
leaders who had math-science de- 
grees uniformly said their studies 


were the best preparation for their 
corporate leadership positions; so, 
however, did those who had English, 
History, Modern Language, or even 
Classics degrees! 

An eccentric early 19th Century 
English schoolmaster at Eton, Wil- 
liam Cory Johnson, summarized the 
essence of a liberal education in a 
way which I have always found re- 
freshing. He said that a liberal edu- 
cation, in any age or time, strives for 
the following: 


1. ‘For The Habit of Attention’’ — 
The ability to concentrate, to focus 
on something meaningful and 
worthwhile ... a few of you have 
picked that up. 


2. “For The Art of Expression’’ — 
Both written and oral — you have all 
been pressed on that front further 
than most of you wanted to go —a 
few of you can express yourselves 
quite well, in words of more than one 
syllable or four letters. 


3. “For The Art of Assuming at a 
Moment’s Notice a New Intellectual 
Position’’— This is not sophistry, but 
quickness and flexibility of mind; 
you never know your own case so 
well as when you are forced to argue 
its opposite. 


4. “For The Art of Entering Into 
Another Person’s Thoughts’’ — This 
too requires quickness of mind — but 
also the ability to listen, and to 
understand; to empathize with an- 
other human being — the close social 
quarters of Ridley have given all of 
us some practice in that skill. 


5. “For The Habit of Submitting to 
Censure and Reputation’’ — The 
ability to listen to and understand 
criticism. A prefect mentioned dur- 
ing the selection of new prefects this 
year that what he had learned most 
from his year as a prefect was not to 
take criticism, or even discussion of 
his ideas in a personal, defensive 
way — as he had tended to at the start 
of the year; this doesn’t mean just 
developing thick skins — some of you 
have the hide of a rhinoceros — 
you’ve taken so much criticism — 
but the ability to learn from criti- 
cism, and the control to make a mea- 
sured response. 
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6. ‘For The Art of Indicating As- 
sent or Dissent in Graduated Terms”’ 
— None of you now ever go off half- 
cocked, ever fly off the handle in out- 
rage over minor things; all of you 
have immense and thoughtful per- 
spective... 


7. ‘For The Art of Working Out 
What is Possible In A Given Time 

. ’’? — Ridley gives its senior stu- 
dents in particular some real chal- 
lenge and practice in this aspect of a 
liberal education. All of us have 
learned to plan out time so well. As 
did the four young men (no young 
women) who handed their term 
papers in late in my 5A U.S. History 
class. 


8. “For Taste’’ — Ah, a nice 19th 
Century English gentleman’s word? 
Or is it? Taste is relative, but it has 
some constants — it resists fads, it 
makes judgements (does not just 
satisfy raw appetites), and it does not 
act out emotional needs by attention- 
getting. None of you ever engage in 
attention-getting! 

9. ‘For Discrimination’’ — Not in 
the sense of prejudice, but in the 
sense of an ability to make dis- 
tinctions; rational, reasoned choices 
— I’m sure you will make rationed 
reasoned choices invariably from 
now on — especially tonight and 
tomorrow night... 

10. ‘‘For Mental Courage’’ — The 
ability to stand up for what one 
thinks, what one believes — not just 
follow the leader, or sink to the low- 
est common denominator; it also 
means the courage to use your mind 
—not bury it in catering to hedonism 
or mindless chaff — whether the 
great North American mindless pur- 
suit of sport via video; or in the pet- 
tiness of material and social one-up- 
manship. 

11. ‘‘And Mental Soberness’’ — 
Ah! What a red flag that is this day! 
But, what is soberness? From the 
Latin a few of you learned from Mr. 
Cooke, Rev. Shantz, or Mr. Siewert; 
sobrus means ‘‘not drunk’’; but it 
also means not excessive, exagger- 
ated, or frivolous. As one dictionary 
puts it, ‘‘characterized by self- 
control or sanity; reasonable, 
rational.”’ 

We have failed if you have not all 
derived some mental soberness from 
your Ridley experience... .

Rid- 
ley beat out SAC by a reputed 7/10ths 
of a point to win the Strathcona Cup 
for the highest proficiency score at 
the annual inspection ... The Uni- 
versity of Waterloo Descartes Math- 
ematics Contest, 1984 saw a Ridley 
team of Stephen Burpee of St. Catha- 
rines, Amos Lau of Thornhill, Ont., 
and Jamie Dunwoody of Mississauga 
place 1st of 25 schools in the SE On- 
tario zone, and rank 59th out of 477 
schools in Canada. Some local com- 
parisons saw University of Toronto 
Schools placing lst to Ridley’s 2nd 
among Ontario independent 
schools, with Appleby, UCC, 
Hillfield-Strathallan and TCS follow- 
ing in descending order ... At the 
Summer Term Sports Awards Din- 
ner, June 8th, Mike Banville, ’84 of 
Winnipeg, Manitoba won the Mathe- 
son Trophy as the best male athlete, 
and Liz Murphy, ’84 of Toronto won 
the C.W. Dorland Trophy for the 
greatest contribution to the female 
athletic programme. Rugby awards 
included the Rod Jack Memorial to 
Jamie Dunwoody, and the Most Val- 
uable Player award to Rob Ingall. 
The Tennis M.V.P. went to Lisa 
Lockyer ’85 of Arva, Ont., who 
played with the boys team. Cricket 
awards were dominated by Capt. 
John Crawford who won the Venable 
Memorial and the Wood Bowling 
Trophy; and Pat Nield, ’85 of St. 
Catharines, who won the Jamieson 
highest batting trophy, and an award 
for scoring 52 runs vs T.C.S. Oars- 
man of the year was Darby Berk- 
hout, ’85 of Fonthill, Ont. and the cap- 
tain. Terence Cronyn Award for nov- 
ice oarsperson went to Charlie 


Nickerson ,’87 of St. Catharines, and 
Alison Thom, ’85 of Fonthill. Chris 
Critelli, Co-ordinator of Women’s 
Athletics at Brock University, was 
the guest speaker. . . The Ridley Col- 
lege Cadet Corps Band Drill Team 
and Colour Party marched in the 
Blossom Parade in Niagara Falls, 
May 6th. DSM Greg Chapman is 
proud that the Ridley aggregation 
won a trophy for 2nd place among the 
100 groups entered! . . . The Indepen- 
dent Schools Music Festival in Mas- 
sey Hall, Toronto, on April 12 had 
larger than normal Ridley participa- 
tion this year, with over 30 Upper 
School students in the Choir, the 
String Ensemble, the Junior Band 
and the Senior Band participating in 
the cast of hundreds .. . The Ridley 
Lower School Choir, was, at the same 
time, on a tour to sing in Montreal at 
St. Matthias and St. James 
Churches, and enjoyed the hospital- 
ity of Ridley Governor, John Stevens 
at his cottage in the Laurentians.. . 
Third Round of the Fulford Cup In- 
dependent School Debating Cham- 
pionships was held at Ridley, Satur- 
day, April 14, with 72 visiting debat- 
ors and a dozen coaches, and 60 
judges. University of Toronto 
schools won .. . Shamez Kanji rep- 
resented Southern Ontario in the Na- 
tional Debating Championships in 
Saskatoon, for a week in late April 
.. . Quentin Keynes, famous British 
naturalist, photographer, con- 
servationist, and lecturer, presented 
his ‘‘To Spot a Zebra’’ in Upper 
School, May 9th, and a Madagasgar 
film in Lower School, May 12th. Last 
year Mr. Keynes showed his views of 
St. Helena, the Falklands, and the 
Galapagos. He is the great grandson 
of Charles Darwin and the nephew of 
economist, John Maynard Keynes. 
Ridleians Derek Finkle, Doug Mason 
and possibly Paul Moyer will be ac- 
companying Mr. Keynes on his Af- 
rican photo safari this summer .. . 
The Niagara Branch of the Ridley 
College Women’s Guild has voted 
several thousand dollars from its 
earnings at the Big ‘‘R’’ Bazaar, 
Mementoes Table, and hockey game 
snack bar to: 1) purchase equipment 
including a hydrocolator, a small 
freezer for ice storage, and a whirl- 
pool for Mr. Corolis’ athletic clinic; 
2) various video photographic, and 
lighting equipment for arts and 
drama; and, 3) new volleyball nets 
and standards and a set of light (50 lb. 
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bar) weights intended primarily for 
girls. In addition the Niagara Branch 
has supplied $15,000 for Bursary 
Funds... The Toronto Branch of the 
Women’s Guild features fundraising 
for a new bus to replace the aging 
‘“‘Lower School’’ bus; it is to be a 
larger 38-seater with more comforta- 
ble seats and more storage space. 
Their annual Toronto fundraiser this 
year was a highly successful dinner 
dance and auction at the Harbour 
Castle, ‘‘Puttin’ on the Ritz’’, Friday, 
April 13th, which netted $13,000. The 
Branch has put $15,000 towards the 
bus. . . The Admissions Department 
indicates that given normal attrition, 
places in Upper School for girls 
above Grade 10 are filled, as the 
boys’ slots in Grades 12 and 13... 
The Financial Assistance Commit- 
tee has allocated $328,000 in Bursar- 
ies and $46,500 in Loans Funds. Total 
for this year will reach $400,000 in 
grants, $52,000 in tuition loans ... 
Robin Ramcharan placed 2nd in his 
category in the Niagara Region 
French Competition at Brock Uni- 
versity, May 12. He was 1st in com- 
position. . . Confirmation Sunday, at 
7:00 p.m., May 27, Bishop John Both- 
well confirmed 16 students — eight 
from Lower School and eight from 
Upper School . . . Cadet Inspection, 
Friday, May 11 saw the Major’s larg- 
est Cadet Corps 560-strong parade, 
nine Upper School platoons strong, 
before Lt. Gen Quinn, Commander of 
all the Cadet Corps in Canada. Best 
recruit was Paul Korber, best Cadet, 
Sgt. Peter Willett ... Simon Wong 
placed 39th out of 4,874 competitors 
in the Sir Isaac Newton Physics Con- 
test sponsored by the University of 
Waterloo. He was on a six member 
Ridley team which consisted of: 
Simon Wong, Amos Lau, Mark 
Knowles, Carolyn Jacques, John 
Brunt, and Stephen Burpee ... On 
the Victoria Day Break four students 
from Ridley went on an expedition to 
obtain their Duke of Edinburgh Gold 
Level Award. Patrick Maher, Peter 
Law, Peter Langlois and Walter Ec- 
cles journeyed down the Grand River 
from north of Kitchener to Dunnville, 
a distance of 150 km in three and a 
half days. . . Ridley Teaching Inter 
for the Michaelmas and Trinit 
terms this year, Peter MacGowan, 
has been selected to row in the pairs 
for the Canadian Rowing team in the 
Los Angeles Olympics this summer. 
He trained in British Columbia all 
winter.

Headmaster’s Conference 
Questionnaire Report 


O f the 445 Headmaster’s Conference ques- 
tionnaires mailed out to a selected poll 
group 300 were sent to Alumni, and 145 to 
Current and Past Parents, and Faculty of 
Ridley College. 
142 Alumni plus 52 Parents and Faculty 
returned their questionnaire, which is a 
43.5% response rate of the field polled. 
47.3% of Alumni responded; 35% of Parents 
and Faculty. 
The response ratio to the questionnaire was 
142 Alumni to 52 Parents, or 3 to 1 Alumni 
weighted. 
The questionnaire was written by the Head- 
master and edited by a Ridley Second 
Century planning committee. The question- 
naire serves as a vehicle to generate thinking 
by the Family on the subject of the future of 
the College, and it gave the Headmaster’s 
Conference a planning foundation for their 
seminar presentations. Now that the results 
are compiled and the conference has taken 
ace (April 27 & 28, 1984), Governors, com- 
ittees of the Board, the Administration and 
Faculty of the College have a sample of infor- 
mation from the Family which can help guide 
the future planning and action of the School 
into its 2nd century and the world’s 21st. 
At this point we would like to thank two 
alumni who helped edit the questionnaire 
before it went out to the poll; their contribu- 
tion improved the piece very much.

today. Class Agents of the Ridley Fund 
particularly benefitted, and will be able to 
write and speak with inside knowledge to 
their classmates. 

. Overwhelming support for increasing 
faculty salaries and benefits in the conte 
of a Programme for Faculty Excellence 
which stresses ongoing evaluation as well 
as an extension of teaching skills and 
subject command. 

. Broad support for continuing to increase 
the pool of potential high calibre appli- 
cants to Ridley by further increase of our 
scholarship and bursary budget including 
a tuition loan programme. 

. General agreement that science, com- 
puters, the graphic and the performing 
arts need significantly expanded facilities. 

. Acceptance of, and support for, 
significantly increased endowment; in 
order to enable Ridley to prosper into its 
2nd century, to fund No. 2 & 3. above 
without pushing tuition and fees out of 
reach for all but a handful of families, and 
at the same time to ensure that no 
qualified son or daughter of a Ridley 
Alumni is denied the possibility of attend- 
ing the School because of financial need. 

. Appreciation of both the continuity and 
the change in Ridley’s curriculum, sports, 
extra curriculars, moral, and spiritual 
education. Participants generally were not 
overly surprised at the changes, though 
they learned many particulars they had 
not known; what was most surprising to 
many were the continuities, however 
many superficialities had changed. 


Conclusions: 


1. What distinctly evolved was a determina 
tion not to let drop both the spirit and the 
substance of the issues raised by the Con- 
ference. Almost all participants felt that 
there had not been enough time to digest 
all the information and ideas, to critically 
analyse, or to engage in meaningful 
dialogue or discussion of them. It is a 
strong recommendation that either semi- 
annual Conferences be held, and/or that 
substantive workshops on specific aspects 
of Ridley today be made a part of already 
existing functions for the Ridley Family 
on campus, such as the annual Governors 
meetings, Association Weekend, Ridley 
Fund Volunteers meetings, and at 
Parents’ Days. 

. Specific questions which some par- 
ticipants feel must be examined and 
discussed further include the future size 
and composition of the School; the future 
of the Lower School particularly given the 
impact of the movement of Ontario 
education toward a 4-year secondary pro- 
gramme. The question of the continuing 
problem of how to fit more and more acti- 
vities into the same amount of time while 
academic demands increase; of grade 
escalation in the province as a whole; and 
the single-minded fixation of Ontario 
universities on grade point average as the 
sole criteria for admission. 


All these issues can and will be explored in 
some detail in the next few years. There is ng 
question but that the Headmaster’s Con- é 
ference has not only opened many eyes, but 
stimulated many people to a more active 
interest in the School and its future.
